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At the February 1938 convention, the Association voted to discontinue 
the publication of the Yearbook (which has been a convention proceedings 
issued annually since 1923) and the informal Bulletins (which have been 
issued quarterly since 1926). In their places, the members decided to pub- 
lish a quarterly JourNnAL, the June edition of which should be a conference 
number containing much of the former Yearbook material; namely, a sum- 
mary of the business transacted at the annual meeting, committee reports, 
membership list, etc. The other three issues, will include articles and sum- 
maries of investigations, bibliographies, book reviews, and official commu- 
nications. Under this plan, the Association hopes to publish more articles 
and studies of special interest to deans.

FIRST BUSINESS MEETING 


President Harriett M. Allyn called 
to order the first business meeting of 
the National Association of Deans of 
Women at 9:00 a.m. on Thursday, 
February 24, 1938, in the Viking 
Room of Haddon Hall, Atlantic City, 
N. J. 

Committee on revision of by-laws— 
The report of the committee was pre- 
sented by the chairman, Louise Field, 
who moved its acceptance. The mo- 
tion was carried. Each proposed 
change was then considered sepa- 
rately and passed. 

Inter - organizational relationships 
committee—Irma E. Voigt moved 
that the executive board appoint a 
fact-finding committee to bring before 
the Association recommendations per- 
taining to inter-organizational rela- 
tionships. This motion was made 
partly as the result of the deletion 
of section 34 of the by-laws which 
read, “The committee on contacts 
shall establish relationships with 
other organizations working in the 
interest of women,” and partly for 
the purpose of helping to clarify the 
future work of the regional contact 
committee. 

Nominations committee—Mrs. F. 
A. Sweet, chairman, presented the fol- 
lowing slate: . 

Vice-president—M. Eunice Hilton 

Secretary—Esther A. Dayman. 
Since the committee felt that section 
29 of the by-laws does not allow suf- 


ficient time for the work of the com- 
mittee, Mrs. Sweet suggested the 
suspension of this section for one year 
to enable the committee to experi- 
ment. The report was accepted and 
placed on file, and the two candidates 
were declared elected. 

Bulletin committee — Dorothy 
Stimson, chairman, read the report. 
After a rising vote of thanks for the 
splendid work of the committee, the 
report was accepted. 

Assoctation’s representatives on the 
American Council of Guidance and 
Personnel Associations — Irma E. 
Voigt advised the Association of the 
action taken on Wednesday, Febru- 
ary 23, 1938, in the Chalfonte at the 
meeting of the Associations represent- 
ed on the A.C.G.P.A. At the meet- 
ing of the Council on May 20, 1937, 
in Cincinnati, a committee consisting 
of W. H. Cowley (American College 
Personnel Association), as chairman, 
Fred C. Smith (National Vocational 
Guidance Association), and Irma E. 
Voigt (N.A.D.W.), was appointed to 
explore the possibilities of a joint pub- 
lication, not only as a proceedings of 
the conventions but also as a possible 
organ which would be the voice of the 
associations. The Council decided to 
appoint a committee (with sufficient 
funds to make its work worthwhile) 
to study this proposal and to make 
recommendations. The motion that 
the organizations represented on the 
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Council be requested to suspend fur- 
ther action with regard to their own 
publications, was tabled. Miss Voigt’s 
report was accepted. 

Yearbook committee—Mrs. Brand

Finance committee—After reading

treasurer, presented the proposed bud- 
get, and moved its adoption.

Executive secretary—A report of 
the work at headquarters was read by 
the executive secretary, Kathryn G. 
Heath. It was accepted and placed 
on file. 

President—Miss Allyn informally 
presented the following possibilities 
for the coming year:

Miss Allyn then urged members to 
send in constructive criticisms to her, 
to Miss Heath, or to any member of 
the executive board.

a. The administrative work 
of women.

c. The finest direction of 
the life of women stu- 
dents by trained women. 

A motion to present Miss Amos’ 
resolution to the executive board, 
was seconded by Miss Sturtevant and 
carried.

College councils made up 
of both students and faculty members 
were explained and_ evaluated. 
Among the colleges using such com- 
mittees were: College for Women, 
University of Rochester; Sweet Briar 
College; Mills College; and Smith 
College. 

Although there was no uniform- 
ity, all the colleges seemed to be 
tending toward cooperation of stu- 
dents and faculty on joint commit- 
tees and toward fewer and better 
rules. The discussion brought’ out 
the educational and _ psychological 
point of view that must be taken 
into acount in all faculty-student co- 
operation.

counselors selected from the senior 
class. A discussion followed. The 
meeting adjourned at 5:00 p.m.

With these changes have come 
some new responsibilities for guidance: 
1. More objective evidence is 
needed regarding important as- 

pects of development. 

. It is important that the diag- 
nosis locate the difficulties of 
students before they assume se- 
rious proportions. 

. More evidence is needed re- 
garding growth and changes in 
students. 

. It is important that guidance 
become an integral part of all 
educational experiences. 

. A program of guidance needs 
to be based on a defensible 
educational philosophy which 
not only recognizes and uni- 
fies significant educational 
values but which also takes in- 
to account personal purposes 
and life needs of students. 

. It should consider its responsi- 
bility to provide helpful edu- 
cation to all students—not only 
to those who show serious sign 
of maladjustment. 

. Greater cooperation is needed 
between the teaching staff and 
the guidance personnel.

. More evidence is needed on 


growth and changes occurring 
in students over a period of 
time. 


. Evidence is needed which not 


only diagnoses individuals and 
groups effectively but which 
can be used also for diagnos- 
ing the curriculum and for pro- 
viding direction for further 
curriculum planning in terms 
of local needs and local em- 
phases. 

It is imperative that the in- 
formation secured through a 
program appraisal be capable 
of summary which is intelli- 
gible and accessible to those 
who deal with students.

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RESEARCH COMMITTEE 


The research committee continued 
the study begun by a previous com- 
mittee, of the position of the dean. 
The first step was to summarize the 
present status of our thinking in two 
postcard size pamphlets: The Dean 
of Women in the Institution of 
Higher Learning and The Dean of 
Girls in the High School. 

M. Eunice Hilton has completed a 
study of opinions regarding the prep- 


aration and function of deans of girls - 


in high school. Under her direction, 
the student deans of Syracuse Uni- 
versity, under the co-chairmanship of 
Charlotte Cropley Brown and Mar- 
garet Carrigan, prepared a bibliogra- 
phy of 1937 books and articles of in- 
terest to the dean. Kathryn G. Heath 
canvassed representatives of the 
groups on the American Council of 
Guidance and Personnel Associations 
in order to assemble a bibliography 
of bibliographies and to ascertain 
whether summaries of investigations 
which the research committee has 
been making during the last five 
years are being duplicated by other 
associations. Although the National 
Occupational Conference is doing ex- 
cellent bibliographical work in the 
field of vocational guidance, no other 
association appears to be performing 
the same service. Accordingly, the 
research committee decided to pre- 
pare for publication in the Journat 


a selected annotated bibliography, 
classified according to topic. 

One survey already under way in 
the department of Student Personnel 
Administration at Teachers College 
is a follow-up of personnel studies 
of deans of women and deans of girls 
made 10 years ago. Certainly no 
type of investigation warrants the co- 
operative effort of the membership 
of the Association to such an extent 
as the study of the way in which the 
positions of dean of women and dean 
of girls are developing and the rela- 
tionship of these positions to the 
guidance program as a whole.

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YEARBOOK COMMITTEE 


The chief responsibility for pub- 
lishing the Yearbook of 1937 was 
carried by the executive secretary, 
Kathryn G. Heath. She secured bids 
from printers, collected all material, 
edited and read proof of all sections 
except that devoted to special ad- 
dresses. The editing of this section, 
including the making of an index, 
was the work of the other members 
of the committee. 

The discussion of the Yearbook at 
our business meetings in New Or- 
leans left our committee convinced 
that we should consider carefully how 
the Yearbook might best serve the 
needs of the Association. In doing 
so, we had the help of letters from 
members, written in response to Har- 
riett M. Allyn’s request for sugges- 
tions. 

The consensus of opinion seemed 
to be that the great value of the 
Yearbook lay in keeping our mem- 
bers informed about progress in the 
dean’s field of work. This purpose, 
in the opinion of our committee, is 
now served by only a limited portion 
of the Yearbook; namely, the sec- 
tions devoted to special addresses, 
and the reports of one or two com- 
mittees. Its primary purpose, as now 
constituted, is to present a record of 
the proceedings of the annual meet- 
ing. 

Our committee agrees with our 
members who think that the Year- 
book should be a source of informa- 
tion about the work of the dean. But 
we are convinced that an even better 
source of such information would be 
found in a professional Journat, to 
be published by the Association. We 


realize that a Journat could be pub- 
lished only under certain conditions: 

1. Its cost could not exceed the 
combined cost of our present 
Bulletin and Yearbook. 

2. It would have to be in a form 
substantial enough to be used 
for reference and to be bound 
easily. 

3. Reports of business, etc., which 
now appear in the Yearbook 
but which might be omitted 
from the JourNAL, would have 
to be available in some other 
form for the use of members. 

With these points in mind, the 

committee makes the following rec- 
ommendations: 

1. That the Association publish a 
quarterly of 48 pages an issue, 
at an estimated cost not to ex- 
ceed the total amount spent for 
publications in 1936-37. 

2. That the editorial board should 
include the executive secretary, 
as managing editor, and at least 
one dean who should be an ex- 
pert in bibliography and re- 
search in the dean’s field. 

3. That the contents of three is- 
sues of the quarterly include 
articles and studies oa topics of 
special interest to our members, 
book reviews, official communi- 
cations from the president and 
other officers; some of the ar- 
ticles and studies might be 
chosen from papers given at 
the annual meeting, but the 
editors would be free to choose 
only such papers as seemed 
particularly suitable for publi- 
cation. The fourth issue should 
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be a conference number, and 
should contain a summary of 
business transacted at the an- 
nual meeting, committee re- 
ports, and a list of members; 
the geographical list probably 
should not be printed, but 
could be mimeographed for the 

use of members needing it. 
Before making these recommenda- 
tions, our committee has asked the 
advice of members of the executive 
board, chairmen of committees which 


have to do with publications and re- 
search, and chairmen of Sections. 

We cannot conclude without ex- 
pressing our sorrow at the loss of one 
member of our committee, Lucy 
Diggs Slowe, of Howard University. 
The committee on resolutions will 
present her name in their report, but

All members are urged to be local 
clipping bureaus for the Association, 
for more intelligent work can be done 
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if the committee knows what actually 

is being printed. Publicity about the 

dean and her work should be digni- 
fied and discriminating, but compre- 
hensive and persistent, thus counter- 
acting the effect of the sensational 
publicity which sometimes befalls us. 

1. Spoken publicity. Watch for 
opportunities to suggest other 
deans as speakers. At least one 
speaker or topic easily report- 
able and of interest to the gen- 
eral public should be included 
on all programs for deans’ 
meetings. 

a. Talks—Have ready at least 
one talk about the dean’s 
work and one about some 
more general but related 
subject. 

b. Radio—All talks should be 
carefully timed, and re- 
hearsed aloud. 

Printed publicity — Study the 
kind and form of material ap- 
pearing in the publication and 
make yours correspond. Per- 
sonal contacts with reporters 
and editors are very helpful. 

a. Newspapers—For the daily 
papers, prepare news items 
about all phases of the 
dean’s work. For Sunday or 
weekly papers, prepare 
dean’s stories of not more 
than 500 words, simply 
and clearly written.

b. Periodicals For profes- 
sional periodicals, submit 
reports of research, obser- 
vations, and experiences 
with individual and social 
problems. For general pe- 
riodicals, submit human in- 
terest stories and discus- 
sions of youth problems. 

c. Pictures are among the most 
striking forms of publicity. 
The dean should have on 
hand several glossy prints 
of her own best picture. 

3. Annual report—lIt should give 
an accurate picture of the dean’s 
work with suggestions for fu- 
ture development. It can be 
presented to principal or presi- 
dent, school board or trustees, 
patrons, women’s clubs, and se- 
lections from it—or a summary 
—can be given to the news- 
papers. 

4. The state convention should be 
announced in the state journal 
and in leading newspapers of 
the state. If papers or sum- 
maries have not been fur- 
nished, someone should take 
good notes (including striking 
quotations) and have them 
ready for reporters at the close 
of the meeting. Telegraph 
word to a paper in any city 
where a new officer lives.

REGIONAL CONTACT COMMITTEE 


The regional contact committee 
was asked “to make and execute plans 
which shall coordinate the state and 
regional organizations with the na- 
tional, both as to membership and 
program.” ‘This first year was neces- 


sarily one of organization and in- 
quiry. Each member of the central 
committee was asked to speak for her- 
self and her district in suggesting 
methods of promoting a closer rela- 
tionship between local and national 
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organizations. A list of questions was 
suggested to be sent out by the com- 
mittee members to their sub-commit- 
tees. Certain truths which must be 
faced by the national organization 
emerge with compelling force. 
Membership—There is no problem 
for those deans whose salaries are gen- 


erous enough to permit the payment 


of a $5 annual fee without hardship 
or sacrifice and who live in a part of 
the country which makes convention 
attendance possible. However, if we 
are to take steps to extend our mem- 
bership, we must reach those who 
cannot attend the national meetings 
often and, before we can urge a $5 
membership fee, we must be sure that 
we give something in return. The 
publications, the pleasure and stimu- 
lation of the annual national meet- 
ings, and the services of the national 
office are the tangible practical re- 
turns for many of us. But to those 
who cannot come to national meet- 
ings, $5 seems a large sum to pay for 
a Yearbook, excellent though it may 
be, and the rather vaguely under- 
stood services of a national office. 
The group which is mot being 
reached is that of the high school 
dean, counselor, and adviser. These 
deans need support and recognition 
and are eager for instruction and in- 
formation on the general problems of 
guidance. It is in this part of our 
school system that the position is in- 
secure, poorly paid, and only reluc- 
tantly recognized. These deans want 
help and support in their individual 
problems; they also want opportuni- 
-ties to relate their work with that of 
college deans. They need just such 
an organization as the N.A.D.W. 
Can we ask them to afford such mem- 
bership unless we offer them more? 


Program—tThe following sugges- 
tions have come from various parts 
of the country: 

1. That we strengthen the na- 
tional office and urge state 
associations to look to it for 
assistance and advice. 

2. That special attention be given 
by the National Association to 
improving the status of the 
high school deans, counselors, 
and advisers. 

a. By initiating from the na- 
tional office a study of sal- 
aries of high school deans 
throughout the whole coun- 
try. 

b. By emphasizing guidance in 
preparatory schools with 
special reference to its rela- 
tionship to the college sit- 
uation. 

Many of the deans in the sections 
of the country where attendance at 
national meetings is a geographical 
problem, urged regional conferences 
alternating with a biennial national 
conference. 

Organization—If we wish to keep 
merely a friendly informal relation- 
ship, the present committee offers as 
representative an organization as is 
possible. If, however, we wish to do 
a serious piece of work in enlarging 
membership and in offering more to 
our membership, there should be 
greater continuity. 

1. “This work should be more and 
more centered in the national 
office. 

2. The emphasis should be on 
strengthening the national office 
and on broadening the scope of 
the publications.

College health conferences have 
been concerned mainly with the work 
and responsibilities of the depart- 
ments of health and physical educa- 
tion.

NATIONAL COUNCIL AND RESIDENT BOARD OF THE 
AMERICAN YOUTH CONGRESS 


The American Youth Congress is 
a federation of national, regional, 
state, and local youth groups of all 
varieties. It includes some adult or- 
ganizations which have a large pro- 
portion of youth membership and a 
few adult youth serving organiza- 
tions. 

Although the Congress was organ- 
ized in New York in 1934, the mem- 
bership represented is already well 
over 10,000,000 young people. An- 
nual congresses have been held in 
Detroit, Cleveland, and Miiwaukee. 
At these meetings, the policy is 
formed, the program is planned, and 
the national council (from 60 to 80 
members) is chosen to carry out the 
program. 

At the Milwaukee congress, a rep- 
resentative of N.A.D.W. was elected 
to the national council subject to the 
ratification of this nomination by 
N.A.D.W. Representation means 
that N.A.D.W. is willing to cooperate 
in one or more of the following 
fields: agriculture, consumer coopera- 


tion, crime prevention, democratic lib- 
erties, education, labor, peace, recrea- 
tion, and social hygiene. It does not 
commit N.A.D.W. to any general 
program or specific policy on any 
issue. 

The resident board, which is the 
working body of the council, consists 
of members of the national council 
or proxies who live in or near New 
York. 

The activities of the Congress in- 
clude: 

1. Serving as a national clearing 

house for organized youth. 

2. Serving as spokesman and rep- 

resentative for youth. 

3. The activities of six commis- 

sions; namely, peace; educa- 

’ tion; democratic liberties; agri- 

culture; recreation, housing, 

and cultural opportunities; and 

labor.
